Puerto Cabello Surrenders to Gen: Cas- | 
tro After 650 Men Age Killed and 


_ Wounded During the Fighting. 


Puerto Cahello, Venezuela, Nov. 12,—Gen- 
eral Paredes, a former commander in the 
army of ex-President Andrade, who had re- 
fused the demand made upon him by General 
Cipriano Castro and the de facto authori- 
tles to surrender the town, even when this 
was reinforced by the request of the British, 
manders, this morning at 10 
o’clock after a terrible battle. 7 

The aspect of the city is one of ruin and 
devastation, and it is estimated that up- 
wards of 650 persons were killed or wounded 
during the fighting, 

Dr. Braisted of the United States cruiser 
Detroit and the @ther surgeons of the vant- 
ous warships in the harbor are ministering 
to the wants of the wounded. 

General Ramon Guerra began a land at- 
tack upon the town and the position of Gen- 
eral Paredes on Friday night. Desultory 
fighting continued until Saturday morning 
about 4, and then a flerce struggle ensued. 
General Paredes made a stubborn defense, 
but General Guerra forced an entrance into 
the town at So’cloek yesterday, .

‘DECLARES TO ARBI- 
TRATE LABOR CONTROVERSY. 


Central Music Hall on Troubles Be- 
tween Contractors and Unions— 
A@viees Building Trades Council to 
Carefully and Conservatively— 
Other Leaders Defend Curtailing of 


Samuel Gompers, President of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, addressing an 
audience of union men at the Piano Work- 
ers’ meeting yesterday afternoon at Centtal 
Music Hall, declared that he wished to gee | 
all difficulties between them and their em- 

his readiness to act as arbitrator. Follow- 
ing this public desiaration Mr. Gompers said 
in an interview: 

“Of course, there is danger that the pres- 
ent strained situation in Chicago may result 
in a general lockout, but I think all di- 
culties may be satisfactorily arranged. I 
know little of the merits of either side of 
the question. I would advise the Building 
Trades Council, however, to act carefully 


and conservatively, as any 


will mean much te both sides.“ 

Mr. Gompers has not yet been asked by 
the Chicago Building Trades Council to at- 
tempt to settle the controversy between con- 
tractors and the unions, though the locked- 
out planomgkers have made overtures to 


him. 
Trend of the Speeches. 

While the Central Music Hall meeting 
Was supposed to be one at which the manu- 
facturers and planomakers were to meet 
and state their respective cases before the 
public, with the exception of the address 
made by the business agent of the piano- 
makes, Charles Dold, the speakers before 
Mr. Gompers used nearly all their time in 
attempting to defend the walking delegates, 
union labor, and the curtailing of the day's 
Work. Several speakers stated that it was 
necessary to have shorter working hours to 
prevent à revolution and the destruction of 
the American Republic. When Business 
Agent Dold declared that the pianomakers 
would not go back to work until every one 
of their demands was agreed to by the 
manufacturers the men in the hall yelled. 
The speech of President Gompers was rather 
a damper to the enthusiasm of the locked- 
out men, for he spoke conservatively, al- 
though he hazarded the statement that he 
belleved their demands were just in the 
main.

SWINGS 297-FOOT PENDULUM. 


Longest Ever Used in Making 
Similar Computations. 


‘Professor J. R. Bevis of the 6 
University, Who is also President of the 
Northwestern Astronomical society, began 
a series of scientific experiments yesterday 
morning at Masonic Temple to verify the 
‘computations in regard to the deviation of 
the pendulum in the latitude of Chicago. 

Experiments of that nature have been 
made before, but the longest pendulum used 
for that purpose heretofore was that sus- 
pended from the inside cupola of the Pan- 
theon at Paris, a height of 220 feet. The 
pendulum which Professor Bevis used was 
207 feet long and has Gwing of 
eighteen feet. 

Masonic Temple is built with a court, so 
that there is an open space from the roof 
of the building to the ground floor. A ball 
bearing swivel was fastened to one of the 
girders of the roof. To the swivel a thin, 
steel wire was attached, and to that an iron 
ball weighing fifty-six pounds was fastened. 
The ball hung over the point of intersection 
of ifhées running north and south and east 
and west.

swung the brush swept through a pool of 
black ink. When it reached the end of its 
course it left a mark on a ridge ot boards. 
The result of yesterday's experiment did 
not agree with theoretical calculations. The 
first and second trials did not agree with 
each other and then it was discovered that 
the wire of the pendulum had struck against 


the ceiling. Professor Bevis will repeat his 
experiments next Sunday morning.

Schilling Writes 

Franklin HH. Head, President of the Clvie 
federation, sent out yesterday a paper pre- 
pared by George A. Schilling which bears 
on the present labor troubles in Chicago.

Heretofore an average of 2,000 illegal 
votes has been cast in Buffalo, votes thrown 
out by the inspectors for some mistake in 
marking. On the machine a voter finds it 
almost impossible to lose his vote. He may, 
however, through carelessness vote for a 
man he means to vote against. In the Thir- 
ty-second Congressional District a few years 
ago the Democratic candidate was beaten 
by the loss of 1,700 votes that were erro- 
neously cast. The machines used here cost 


How Vote Is Cast. 

When the voter appeared at the booth and 
was checked off by inspectors as a registered 
elector he was shown to the machine, 
as he drew the curtain around to c 


For each political party was provided a 
column, marked with the party emblem for 
the benefit of the man who could not read. 
To cast his ballot. the voter pulled down the 
lever of a party column and then split his 
vote as he liked, indicating his preferences 
‘for individuals by moving the pointers oppo- 
site the names of the candidates. The mech- 
anism was 80 that he could not 
lose his vote, 2 

When each party had nominated five can- 
didates for Counciimen and they were paired 
om in twos, the liberty of voting for or 
against any one of these men was provided, 
and yet it was impossible to vote for more 
than five. The clicking of the pointers as 
they were moved might indicate to those in 
the booth that the voter was splitting his 
ticket, but in every other way his vote was 
secret, for as the voter shoved back the 


curtaip he registered his vote and the ma- 


chine was ready for the néxt voter. 


Many Votes Split. 

Politicians of both parties agree that the 
voters “scratched” to as great an extent 
as under the old system, and voted even 
more intelligently. Part of the Republican 
ticket carried the city by 9,000 plurality, 
while the candidate for Judge of the Munici- 
pal Court was elected by only a few hundred. 

The number of election districts had been 
reduced from 156 to 108, so that the machines 
were called upon to receive more votes than 
had been cast in a district under the old 
system. Some machines received votes at 
the rate of two a minute, while an average 
of one vote a minute was maintained for 
hours at one of the large precincts. 

Accidents to the machines were unimpor- 
tant. Four broke down and were replaced 
at once by new ones. Two of these had been 
broken before the polis opened. 

When the polls closed the inspectors had 
only to unlock the back of the machines and 
copy off the results. This took from five to 
thirty minutes, according to the celerity of 
the man. At each booth a bicyclist was 
ready to carry the return to the city hall. 
The ordinance against scorching had been 
suspended, so that these messengers might 
travel with greatest speed. 

In thirty-eight minutes after the closing 
‘of the polls the last return was at the city 
hall. Bighteen bank clerks sat at adding 
machines, tabulating the returns as they 
came in. At 6 o'clock the result in the city 
Was known. At 6:17 o’clock the evening 
papers were on thestreet with the full count 
on city and county candidates, except in 
three of the 108 districts; Ten minutes later 
they had the complete returns on the street.

‘Raiders May Give 

The rumors that attempts have been made 
by the Dutch sympathizers with the Boers 
to tear up the railway lines-south-.of De Aar 
and in other districts of Cape Colony are not. 
fully confirmed, but serve to emphasige one 
of the chief difficulties which will confront 
General Buller when his army corps, rein- 
forced from England,.is ready to advance. 
This will be the protection of a long line of 
communications from Cape Town and Port 
Elizabeth through the disaffected districts. 
The Boer raiders will be formidable enough 
without assistance from train wreckers in 
Cape Colony. 

Those who know Sir Alfred Milner’s stern, 
unflinching nature have expected him to 
make an example of the earliest traitors in 
order to enforce the warnings of his procla- 
mations, and men caught in the act of tear- 
ing up rails would seem capital subjects for 
discipline. Mr. Milner is forced by circum- 
stances to consult Premier Schreiner, whose 
influence over the Dutch community has 
been useful in some ways and embarrassing 
in other respects. It is easier to keep the 
Dutch in Cape Colony quiet with Schreiner 
in power, but more difficult to render treason 
odious, just as it was embarrassing to pre- 
vent the transshipment of arms and ammu- 
nition to the Dutch republics and to promote 
enthusiasm for enlistment in the W 
army. 


Allies May Move This . 
News from the western border, the . 
ern frontier of the Free State, and Ladysmith 
remains satisfactory, but such skirmishing 
as is officially reported is indecisive, and the 
conjecture is a natural one that the Dutch 
allies will make desperate attempts this 
week to take advantage of their superior 
strength before it is offset by the British 
reinforcements now arriving daily. Kimber- 
ley is the weakest point, for while a battalion 
of the North Lancashire regiment is sta- 
tioned there the garrison is mainly made up 
of irregular forces and is surrounded by a 
strong body of Boers under General Cronje, 
whose capacity as a wily and resourceful 
General cannot be questioned. Kimberley 
was indeed neglected until the De Beers 
company undertook to defend it from its 
own resources and forced the military and 
colonial authorities at the Cape to co- 
operate with the feeble garrison. Yester- 
day’s official bulletin was reassuring, and 
the ‘garrison is making a spirited defense. 
All reports from that quarter and from the 
southern frontier of the Free State are con- 
fused, but there is increasing probability 
that General Buller will not be content with 
holding De Aar and the Orange River bridge 
above it, but will send a column toward 
Kimberley as soon as the town is in im- 
minent danger.

. Optimists Too Confident. 
The optimists assume that Ladysmith is 
now impregnable againet assauk from Gen- 
eral Joubert's army, but they are reasoning 
from their hopes rather than from accurate 
knowledge. The British camp is defended 
by redoubts and intrenchments which the 
Boers will find it difficult to attack in front, 
but it is also on the edge of a big bow! and 
is encircled by irregular hills from four to 
six miles distant.

Bridges and portions of railway lines have 
been destroyed with a view to hampering 
the British advance, which is known to be 
impending, but neither Colesberg nor Storm- 
berg seems to be occupied by the enemy, and 
there is no sign of active disaffection among 
the Dutch in the north of Cape Colony. 
Naauwpoort and Stormberg have been 
temporarily evacuated and the small forces 
withdrawn to De Aar and Queenstown.

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 12.—Concerning 
the reported absorption of the Union iron 
works of this city by a shipbuilding syndi- 
cate the Call today says: 

“Preliminary steps to consolidate under 
one general management the leading ship 
yards of the Atlantic coast and the Union 
iron works of the Pacific were taken last 
summer. The negotiations were conducted 
with extreme secrecy. 

“Tt now transpires that before Henry T. 
Scott left this city on his recent Eastern 
trip all of the stock of the Union iron works 
was placed in escrow in the Anglo-Cali- 
fornian Bank of San Francisco. This bank 
is the agency of the Seligmans in California. 

„Under the terms of the agreement the 
ordinary stockholders reserve $250 a share 
of stock. The favored holders, or the active 
managers, reserve for their holdings 3500 
a share. The number of shares of stock in 
the concern is 20,000, hence if all the stock 
were sold at $250 a share the aggregate price 
would be $5,000,000. 

„The original capital stock was $2,000,000, 
and of this amount $1,250,000 was paid up. 
The par value of stock is $100 a share. 

“The Call is assured that the transaction 
is closed, barring the actual payment of 
money and the transfer of property. Irving 
M. Scott and H. T. Scott clean up each 
$1,000,000. Henry T. Scott will be retained 
by the combine to manage the Union iron 
works.“

Four years ago there was a movement for 
a late convention, it being argued that the 
effect of a long campaign on the business of 
the country every four years was disastrous. 
The same movement is expected this year, 
and for the same reason. From a political 
standpoint, however, most of the leaders 
favor an early convention, and they point 
to the last campaign as a striking evidence 
of the need of time for organization and 
education. 

ThetMcKinley campaign in its inception 
was based on thetariff. The silver question 
was sprung by the Democrats. The Re- 
publicans were well prepared with docu- 
ments on free trade and protection, but 
actually had to create a literature on the 
money question. The first survey of the 
field showed Michigan, Indiana, Iowa, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, and Minnesota honeycombed 
with the silver heresy, and Ohio, Illinois, 
and r States at least tainted. It is be- 
liev if the election had been held the 
first week in September, three months after 
the election, Bryan might have been elected. 
The campaign of education was inaugurated, 
the fallacies of 16 to 1 were successfully ex- 
posed, and the Republicans won. 

Now the leaders believe time is necessary 
for the issues to be made and met. They 
are ready for protection or finance, but if 
Bryan, who is looked on as a quicksilver 
orator, slides off on the expansion issue, 
time will be required to get the matter prop- 
erly before the people. For these reasons 
the Republican leaders favor a convention 
between June 1 and 15, and the sentiment 
appears so general that it is hardly safe to 
predict a convention either earlier or later 
than the two weeks

That 
may or may not be true, but Chicago is the 
ideal convention city just the same. 

The convention next year will be a short 
one. President McKinley's renomination by 
acclamation is practically assured.

In a naval 
point of view it,is the key position to the 
Samoan group ‘and likewise to Central 
Polynesia and is especially well located for 
all American commerce. The Samoan archi-

The interests of the United States in 
Tutuila, Samoa, began in 1872, when Com- 
mander Meade of the

Maunga, the great with Tut U 


chief of the island, 
by which the port of 
Pang Pango wan te the property of 
the Fnited States on condition that a friend- 
ly alliance be made between the island and 
this government. President Grant, in a 
message sending the treaty to the United 
States Senate in that year, sad: The ad- 
vantages of the concessions which the treaty 
professes to make are so great in view of 
the advantageous position of Tutuila sea- 
port as a coaling station for steamers be- 
tween San Francisco and Australia that I 
should not hesitate to recommend its adop- 
tion but for the obligation of. protection on 
the part of the United States which it seems 
to imply.” 

This obligation of protection was after- 
wards modified by the Senate, which then 

ratified the treaty, which in turn was ac- 
cepted by the Samoan chief. The final 
treaty was signed on Jan. 7, 1878, and the 
ratifications exchanged on Feb. 13, by which 
the right to establish at Pango Pango a sta- 
tion for coaling, naval supplies, freedom of 
trade, commercial treatment as a favored 
nation, and extra-territorial jurisdic 
was secured to the United States. 

The extension of United States control over 
the entire island according tojthe plan pro- 
posed by Germany and Great Britain would 
consummate the wishes expressed by the 
chief of the island in the draft of the treaty 
forwarded to the United States in 1872. The 
port of Pango Pango was shortly after the 
treaty, surveyed by the United States gov- 
ernment and a coaling station was estab- 
lished last year.

Thete is consternation among the more in- 
tellectual Catholics of Paris by reason of the 
absurd attack made upon Cardinal Gibbons 
and Archbishop Ireland.

What makes the accusation assume any- 
thing more than a comic aspect is the fact 
that the abbe’s book is highly praised by 
the Civilta Cattolita, which for a long time 
was spoken of as the official organ of the

Show Due Tomorrow. 
Exact Time of Greatest Show and Best 
Place in the World to Observe It Are 
Not Predicted Accurately. 

The latter halt of the night following to- 
morrow, Nov. 14, is the time when Chicago 
People may look for the maximum phase of 
the long expected November display of 
meteors,, It is impossible to state just how 
much of the exhibition of celestial fireworks 
will be yisible from Chicago or from any 
Other stated point on the earth’s surface, 
even if the weather should be “ fine,” for 
which there is no guarantee. The reasons 
for the uncertainty will be noted later. The 
time and direction in which to look for the 
from the fol- 


The earth in its journey through space will 
pass in a slanting direction through a belt 
of meteoric matter that may be likened to 
a gigantic cloud of dust, which moves about 
the sun in a much elongated orbit, and the 
direction of movement of the particles of 
matter which compose this monster belt 
is nearly head on towards the earth. At 
the time of meeting the earth will be mov- 
ing towards a point in space which is sit- 
uated nearly on a line between the two stars 
known as Epsilon and Zeta in the northern

The occurrence of a display in two suc- 
cessive years, as in 1866 ana 1967, long since 


was sought to be explained by the hy- 


pothesis that while the meteor stream Is 
more than half a million miles thick at its 
widest, it is at least à thousand million 
miles in length, the belt occupying not less 
than a quarter of the circumference of the 
orbit. This would admit of the earth pass- 
ing through the anterior part of the belt 
one November and through the posterior 
part a year later. But the occurrence at 
more than two successive returns of the 
earth to the meeting point shows that the 
meteoric matter must un up even more than 
a quarter the extent of the orbit, while 
the occurrence of falls twenty hours or 
more 8 that there must be, af 
leas som rtions, a greater bread 

These co ons are in harmony with the 
belief that the matter which composes the 
November stream is scattering more and 
more. There is little room to doubt that 
the November meteor stuff originally was a 
nearly globular mass and that it has been 
elongated to its present length because 
particles at the inner side of the st 
move faster than do those nearer the outer 
limit of thickness. 

This gradual scattering of the particles of 
matter, as well as the considerable amount 
yielded up to the earth three times a century,

And the sun will rise at 6:61, both 
the times of rising here given being stated 
in time which is nearly ten minutes faster 
than Chicago clock time, 


Visible from Midnight to Dawn. 


It is, of course, useless to look for the 
meteors till after the rising of the point 
from which they will appear to come, shoot- 
ing from it in all directions, and none could 
be seen till more than an hour afterwards 
but for the fact that as they are moving 


some of them are not drawn down to earth 
till after they have pdssed a line from the 
** radiant point to the earth’s center. And 
by an hour before sunrise the twilight will 
be sufficiently strong to pale the light of 
the little particles of matter which are 
lighted up to incandescence by friction in 
passing through the upper portions of our 
atmosphere. Hence, from a little before 
midnight till well on towards 6 o'clock is 
the interval of time within which to look 
for the meteoric display: But there is an- 
other important circumstance to be taken 
into the account. The moon will be within 
two days of the time of full, and its light 
will be strong enough to overpower that of 
the faintest among the meteors. The moon 
will set near 4 o'clock, and other things 
being equal the best display may be wit- 
nessed between that time and the beginning 
of morning twilight. 
5 Few of the meteors are seen dt the actual 
radiant point from which all of them 
proceed. The reason is that they are not 
visible till after they have been heated up 
by passage through our air, hence the earlier 
portion of the path of each is invisible, but 
‘lines drawn through the paths as observed 
are found to be situated in the direction of 
the radiant. If an occasional meteor be 
seen passing in some other direction it may 
be assumed to have been a stranger to the 
regular stream till thus accidentally brought 
into association with it. 


Many Displays on Record. 
Notable meteoric showers are recorded as 
having fallen on Oct. 18, A. D. 902, and at 
correspondjng dates in the years 931, 934, 
1002, 1101, 1202, 1866, 1588, 1002. and 1698. 
Brilliant displays were observed on Nov. 
12, 1798, and on Nov. 13, 1883. - 

From the data astronomers concluded 
these meteors come from a belt of thinly 
diffused materia] specks, which move in 
an orbit that is described three times in a 
century, and extends from near the point 
passed by the earth in the middlé of No- 
vember to a little outside the orbit of the 
planet Uranus. In 1883 it was predicted that 
a similar 1 would occur in 1866 and 
probably in 1867. In 1866 the display in this 
part of the world was a poor one, 
it was magnificent in Europe. 

There was another and finer display in 
the United States in 1867, but a poor one in 
Europe. The obseryations indicated that 
the earth passed through the thickest part 
of the stream at 3:30 o’clock in morn- 
ing, Chicago time; the number of meteors 
at one was nearly one 

ere Ww a smaller display 
in 1868, and a still smalier one in 1869. 


| Difficulty in the Calculations. 
„Now. here lies the difficulty mentioned be- 
fore. Changing the earliest date noted 
above, which was Oct. 18, 902, from the 
Julian to the Gregorian mode of reckoning, 
and going through a like process for other 
dates, it has been computed that an aver- 
age member of the group makes four revo- 
lutions in 183 years and four days, while the 
node, or place in which the orbit of the 
meteors intersects that of the earth, is car- 
ried ‘forward 27.8 minutes of are (nearly half 
a degree), in each revolution of the meteors. 
Hence, reckoning in solar years, thirty-three 
years lacking owe hour elapses between two 
successive returns of any one point in the 
meteor stream to encounter with the earth, 
when the period includes nine leap years, 
and one day more than that when the pertod 
inctudes eight leap years. Counting with 
these intervals from the dates of returns 
us to the present one, the result found 
somewhere between 7 o'clock in the even- 
ing of Tuesday and midnight for the most 
probable date of maximum in Chicago time. 
The maximum observed Professor Bar- 
pera at the Yerkes Observatory a year ago 
‘would carry: the date to long after sunrise 
of Wednesday morning, this year, and it is.

carries with it less danger to the earth than 
the preceding one. It follows from this that 
there is no reason for predictions that this 
world is menaced with destruction by the 
November meteors, 

It is expected that the observations made 
this week in different parts of the world will 
establish the time of maximum display, as 
Well as the longitude on the earth’s surface 
at which such maximum will be the great- 
est. Next year’s display is likely to be im- 
posing. Smalier exhibitions may be looked 
for in 1901 and 1902. And the next century 
wilt be nearly one-third gone before the 
dense part of the swarm again comes into 
the neighborhood of the earth.

OOL REFORM. 


Jacob Riis Strong Appeal. 
In the Atlantic, under the title of ** Jus- 
tice for the Boy,” he tells of fight for 
better schoolhouses. ’ 

Jacob Rila, whe the Merchants’ 
club on Saturday evening on the subject of 
smal] and playgrounds in the slum 
district, and who returned yesterday to his 
residence in New York, has an article in the 
November number of the Atlantic Monthly, 
in which he traces the histery of school 
building in New York under the title of 
„ Justice for the Boy.“ Mr. Riis gives a 
graphic account of the struggle for better 
schoolhouses, in which he was one of the 
posed orance udice to pre- 
vont the establishment for tru- 
ants, and the awakening of the public to 
the necessity for reform. 

For the sake of comparison between the 
old and new régimes, and to indicate his 
depth of sympathy for the juvenile popula- 
tion of New York, Mr. Riis indulges in 
reminiscences of his boyhood days, forty 


years , when he was dragged to school 
as a ishment for being a bad boy at 
Unpleasant Memories of School. 


I remember, as though it were yesterday, 
my progress up the street in the vengeful 
grasp of an exasperated servant, he says, 
“and my reception by the aged monster, 
most fitly named Mme. Bruin, who kept the 
School. e asked me no questions, but led 
me straightway to the cellar, where she 
plunged me into an empty barrel and put the 
lid on over me. When I ceased howling from 
sheer fright she took me out and conducted 
me to the yard, where a big hog had a cor- 
ner to itself. She bade me observe that one 
of its ears had been split half its 
length. It was because the hog 
was lazy, and little boys who were that way 


were in danger of similar treatment. It was 
my first lesson in school. I hated it from 
that hour.“ 


Ten years ago, Mr. Riis writes, the School 
Commissioners refused to approve an esti- 
mate for a roof playground for an East Side 
school because it bad nothing to do with 
education.“ The President of the Board of 
Education refused to believe that seventy- 
five pupils were too many for one class- 
room; a man who had been dead a year was 
appointed a school trustee; manual training 
and the kindergarten were looked at askance 
as fads, and 50,000 school children roamed 
the streets because there was no room for 
them in the schools. 


an Changed in Five Years. 
Mr. Riis names the Committee of Seventy, 
the Good Government clubs, the Tenement 


House committee, and the women of New 


York as the forces which began the fight 


in 1884 for a reform and a release from the 
grasp politicians who controlled the 
school stem. The struggle lasted five 


years, and in summing up the changes 
wrought Mr. Riis writes as follows of the 
New York system: 

“The New York school system is not yet 
the ideal one—it may never be; but the jail, 
at least, has been cast out ofthe firm. We 
have a 
which it 
been provided for every child, to punish 
the parent for the boy's truancy, unless 
he surrenders him as unmanagable; and we 
can count the months now until every child 
shall the latchstring out on the school 
door. 1895 the expenditure of $22,- 
500,000 for new schools has been authorized 
by law, and two-thirds of the money has 
been spent. Fifty odd buildings have been 
put up, or are going up, every one of them 
with its playground, which by the by will 
be free to all the neighborhood. The idea 
is at last working through that the schools 
belong to the people, and are primarily for 
the children and their parents; not mere 
vehicles of ward patronage, or for keeping 
an army of teachers in office and pay.“ 

It is the opinion of Mr. Riis that the tru- 
ancy question will be solved by the erec- 
tion of school-houses as nearly perfect as 
possible. He pointe to the seven new build- 
ings in course of construction in the crowd- 
ed districts of New York as the best ex- 
amples of school architecture to be found. 
plans are after the lines of the 
with not a dark corner in the 
structures, from the fine gymnasium under 
the red-tiled roof to the indoor playground 
on the ground floor. 

Mr. Riis writes of the opposition manifest- 
ed toward the proposition for medica! in- 
spection of the school children. He states 
that the inspection has been adopted, and 
that it has proved a most effective means 
of preventing the spread of epidemics.” 
He also notes that the children are ex- 
amined by trained oculiste for defects of 
vision. 


Mr. Riis claims that it is a higher function 
of the school to teach principles than merely 
to impart facts. Love of country and pride 
in its traditions are the things he believes 
in as best adapted to create a good citizen. 
After all, he admits, the problem rests 
largely with the teacher. On this subject 
he writes: 


Bfects of Politics on Schools, 
„Halt the machine teaching, the wooden 
output of our public schools in the past, I 
believe was due to the practical isolation 
of the teachers between the tyranny of poli- 
ties and the distrust of those who had good 
cause to fear the politician and his work. 
There was never a more saddening sight 
than that of the teachers standing together 
in an almost solid body to resist reform 
of the 11 system as an attack upon 
them. here was no pretense on their part 
that the schools did not need reform. They 
knew better. They fought for their places. 
Throughout the fight no word came from 
them of the children’s rights. They imag- 
ined that theirs were in danger, and they 
had no 2 for anything else. We gath- 
ered then ripe fruit of politics, and k 
will be a long while, I suppose, before we 
get the taste out of our mouths. But the 
grip of politicians on our schools has been 
loosened, if not « altogether, and 
the teacher’s slavery is at an end, if 
herself so wills it.“ |

Prince Luigi of Italy, Duke of the Abruzzi, 
the adventurous nephew of King Humbert, 
new engaged in a daring attempt to reach 
the north pole, appears to have had a narrow 
escape of being shipwrecked in the arctic 
seas.

Large orders have been placed for cars 
and heavy trade is taking place in all kinds 
of car material. This is felt not only in the 
demand for pig iron but also for a great 
variety of finished products. It would ap- 
pear as if this source of business would take 
up a great deal of what otherwise might be 
unemployed capacity. The market is in 
excellent shape, and prospects for the future 
are of the most hopeful character except in 
sheets. The prices of sheets are lower, and 

unless some cogcerted action is taken by 
the manufacturers this branch of trade may 
become badly demoralized. The price of 
plates has also receded somewhat, but this 
was only to be expected, as they have for 
some time been abnormally dear as com- 
pared with other products. 

Another active week has been added to 
the long period of fine business recorded for 
the pig iron trade of this vicinity. Large 
consumers have bought round lots for de- 
liveries running through the first half of 


‘next year, and in some cases contracts have 


been plaeed which cover the entire year. 

The business taken has been largely for 
Southern coke and Lake Superior charcoal, 
but one contract calling for 10,000 tons local 
iron is reported. Car builders and con- 
building are esti- 
mated to have purcha over 50,000 tons in 
this market. Some large consuming inter- 
ests still remain uncovered, but they are 
pursuing the policy of purchasing from time 
to time and net anticipating their business 
far into the future. e demand from such 
sources as well as from the small foundries 
is expected to keep business keyed up to its 
recent strength for an indefinite time into 
the future. The shortage of cars, which has 

been an annoying feature for several weeks, 

is still as bad as ever. ö 


Money Situation Affects 


The stock markets were dominated last 
week by money conditions, and under the 
influence of the prevailing high rates stocks 
were weak. he reserves of the associated 
banks in New York were further below 
the legal requirement ef 26 per cent of the 
deposits as shown by the weekly statement. 
The banks had. not been in this condition 
until this month since the panic of 1893. 
The losses in deposits havé been heavy for 
a month, and last week reached the total 
of $11,000,000. There are no signs of relief 
for the speculative interests, and bankers 
express the opinion. that there will be no 
change in the situation for some time. 

The attitude of the country banks with 
respect to New York is a most important 
factor. In other years the customary move 
ment of money from the West to the Hast 
has been started before this.
